SOLID CITIZENS OF CHARLESTON PRESENT 
EXPRESSION TO THEIR LEGISLATORS. 

Petition Presented by Those in Oposition Makes Poor 
Showing in Comparison — Rule Announced to 
Regulate Surplus of Entries, 



Charleston, S. C., January 4. — An expression of 
sentiment toward local raeing was given this after- 
iKxiii when a petition signed by two-thirds of Clhar- 
leston's property holders and business men was pre- 
sented to the eiglit memlters of the state legislainre 
from tills t-oniity, at 1he annual meeting helti in the 
Chiiniiier of Commerce preceding the departure of 
the legislators to as.siinie tlieir duties al the capital 
in Cohinibia. There was also a petition presented 
riHpiesting legislation lo jirevent raeing. The iH*ti- 
tlon iu opiKisition made a weak showing in eompari- 
son with the stn/ng arguiuents advanced liy the 
inan.v soli*l and inlluentiul business men why the 
legislature should take no action hostile to the rac- 
ing. .Among the speakers in behalf of raeing were 
Capt. F. AA’. AA'agener, AA'. M. Bird, H. AA'illensk.T 
and others. If the sentiment shown today is a true 
index, there is only a remote jiossibillt.v tliat the 
legislators from this county will seek to jiass aiir 
anti-racing measures during the coming term of tlie 
legislature. 

There was a break in the weather toilay and it 
enaliled tlie full force of workers to lie employed 
in the finishing of the track and plant. The li'ard 
rain of yesterday left things in had condition and 
tlie soggy eondition of the ground hampered tiia 
laliorers considerably. General Mnnagwr I’oiis con 
tiiiues sanguine that everything will bo in goiMl latn- 
dition for the opening on AA'eilnesday next. His 
views are shared by those familiar with constnictioii 
work, lint to the unitiateil there seems a muss of 
work still to be gone throiigli with before the plant 
is in a thoroughly completed state. 

The continuous arrivals of horsemen and their 
horses, in spite of the management’s desire that 
they should delay coming until adeijuate accommoda- 
tions for them are available, is causing a good deal 
of confusion ami annoj’ance, as in many instances 
quarters have to bo hurriedly constructed. The 
building of staliles continues without cessation and 
many of the carpenters who were on the job of 
eonstrueting the grandstand have been called to the 
aid of the stable constructors. 

.According to tlie present indications there will be 
at least twelve layers in line on the opening day. 
including Tom Shaw, .loc Rost*, Joe Blume, Henrr 
Haines, Eugene .Austin. Harry Gardner, Charles 
AA'alters. Fete McGrath and Oscar Bachman. 

Today's arrivals iiiclnded James MacManus, whose 
horses will arrive here on Saturday next and will 
be handled by T. .1. Shannon. Tlie list will include 
Presumption, fay Pay, Star O’Ryan and several 
two-year-olds.

The elnl) has adopted a sensible rule in regard to 
races in wliii-li there may iiappen to be a surplus 
of entries. Thi* rule reads .as follows: ‘'In all 

overniglit selling or imrse races wlierc there are 
more tlian fourteen entries in a race, there shall 
be a throw-out list recorded. .Any horsi* drawn 
out of said race shall In* eligible to start in same 
race, provided a horse is witlidrawn from said race 
up lo 10 o'clock. The lirst horse in the eligible list 
shall lie tile first liors** entitled to start, hut if 
owner or Iraintr *if siicli horse does not declare his 
intention to start li.v eleven o’clock, then the 
next one in the list shall have the next elinnce to 
start, and so on in said race until the list sliall 
have hia*ii exhausted. .Any owner or trainer having 
a horse ill the eligible list and not declaring a wil- 
lingness to start before twelve o'l-lock iuk>ii. shall 
not tie entitled to start in said race tinder this 
rule." 

.Another rule that is regarded with general favor 
is that lai horses will he allowed tti carry bandages 
unless by periiiissioii of tlie stewards, ami then only 
ill case llial Hie horse aeliially has had l«*gs and 
in need of this eqiiipiiient. or liy reeoinniendatioii of 
the traek veterinarian.

NO PENALTIES FOR THE GRAND NATIONAL 

It was recentl.v announced in England that the 
otlicials governing racing over the famous Aintree 
course at Liverimol have decided on certain changes 
in the conditions of the Grand National Steeple- 
chase designed to increase the attractiveness of the 
most important jumping race of the world. At the 
forthcoming fixture the race will be of the value of 
$17,500, including a trophy of the value of $625. 
The owner of tlie second will receive $1,000, of the 
third $.50<1, . and tlie fourth $375, while the breeder 
of the winner will receive $500. It has also been 
decided to abolish all penalties in connection witli 
the rac.‘. Ther? was a suggestion to raise the 
miiiiuiiini weight of 140 pounds, as was the case 
sonic years ago, but this has not been accepted, 
and so the bottom weight will remain at 133 pounds. 

The alterations cannot but tend to increase the 
interest attaching to the greatest cross-counry 
event of the year. The decision to abolish iienal- 
ties will conduce to more of the horses engaged In 
the race lieing seen out for previous engagement.^, 
instead of tliein lieing kept at home in reserve for 
tlie big Aintroe event, and must give added interest 
to the meetings where they will comfiete. In recent 
year.s horses handicapped in the Grand National at 
154 pounds or over have been exempt from penalties, 
but those below that weight were penalized four 
pounds for winning a handicap steeplechase of three 
miles and a half or over, or two handicap steeple 
chases of three miles or over. 



FRENCH ENCOURAGEMENT OF BREEDING. 

M'ashington, D. C., January 4. — Coincident with 
the general eoniidaint of Major-General Wood, of 
the army, and others, concerning the decline of 
blooded liorses owing to anti-racing track legislation. 
Consul Yost, at Paris, sends the State Department 
copies of regulations issued by the lYench Minister 
of .Agrieullure granting subsidies for stallions foaled 
in Franee. Tlie action of the French government 
was taken to stimulate the breeding of blooded stal- 
lions. 

Under the regulations a premium of five per cent, 
of the iiurcliase price shall be awarded to the breeder 
of ever.v stallion purcha.scd in France and used for 
the piiriiose of iiublie breeding and being of the 
stock specified. 

Tliis snbsid.v sliall apply exclusivel.v to stallions 
of the following breeds: .Arabs, Anglo-Arabs, thor- 

ougli or lialf-lireeds, qualified or not, and to ail 
lialf-lireed stallions witiiout exception. In order to 
be entitled to tliis iiremium the stallion must have 
been foaled in France. 

AN ENGLISH DEMAND FOR ROCK SAND. 

New York, January 4. — An effort Is being made 
in Eugluud to have Rock Sand, the great thorough- 
bred stallion pureh.ascd by Aubust Belmont for 
$125,060, returned to that countr.v. Mr. Belmont 
declined the first request to that effect, and It w.as 
onlj' on receiving letters pointing out that Rock 
Sand Would have an exceptional chance to do him- 
self justice in England that Mr. Belmont cabled to 
ask how nian.v subscribers he could command and 
at what fee. .Mr. Belmont considers the horse wortli 
ail he gave for him. as he Is now a well proved 
sire. It is obvious therefore that unless there can 
Ik- reasonable promise of a subscription list of at 
least thirty mares at a fee of not less than 
the owner is not in the least likely to send Rock 
Sand to Cheveley. where he Is wanted to replace 
the dead stallion Isinglass. One well-known breed- 
er lias offered to take ten nominations at $500 each. 
Others seem disiiosed to subscribe at $1,000. 



MARYLAND JOCKEY CLUB STOCK REDUCED. 

Baltimore, Md.. January 4. — .Vn amendment to the 
charter of tlie .Maryland Jockey Club, decreasing 
its capital stock from $260,000 to $50,000, has lieen 
received from .Annapolis for record by Stephen C. 
Little. Clerk of tlie Superior Court. 

The original caiiilal stock was divided into 2.(HXI 
shares of tlie i>ar value of $100 each. All the sliarcs 
will be called in at once, and new shares for twenty- 
live per cent, of liiein will be issued and the ro- 
tnainiug seventy-five per cent, paid in cash. The 
certificate slated that this had to be done before 
December 29, 1911. 

Tlw! reduction was determined upon at a meeting 
of the stoeklioldcrs on Decemtier 27. The certificrate 
is signed by M'illiam if. Manly, president, William
